REQUEST FOR CERTIFICATE OF CORRECTION BASED 
UPON APPLICANT'S MISTAKE 

Applicant has identified a typographical error in the patent to be corrected involving the 
removal of a claim of priority to U.S. Provisional Patent Application 60/054,171. 

A request to remove the priority claim in the present patent through a Request for Correction 
of Filing Receipt was mailed by the original patent applicant's attorney on October 13, 1998 
(attached as Exhibit A hereto). In the heading of the document, Applicant's attorney referred to U.S. 
Application Serial No. 09/124,308. However, the body of the Request for Correction (Exhibit A) 
clearly stated on page 1 that Applicant was removing priority in U.S. Application Serial No.
